Continuation of 3. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): applicants' arguments have been fully considered and are 
persuasive, thus, the art rejection for claims 7-8 and 1 1 has been overcome. Refer to applicant's rebuttal arguments presented in the 
amendment of 08/30/04. Nevertheless, claims 1-2 and 10 remain rejected. Accordingly, claims 7-8 and 1 1 would be allowable if submitted 
in a separate, timely filed amendment cancelling the non-allowable claims. The examiner also acknowledges applicants' privileae and rinht 
to argue the merits of patentability of all other rejected claims on Appeal. 9 

It is noted that claim 7 recites the limitation "wherein the condenser fans" in line 1 2 (the step f). There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claim. Thus, Claims 7-8 and 1 1 would be allowable if also rewritten or amended to overcome the lack of antecendent 
basis issue (35 USC 1 1 2). 
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
